Few Arkansas 
Stores Have 
Desegregated 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Some 


Little Rock drug, variety and de- 
partment stores have desegregat- 
ed their lunch counters during the 
past three weeks with little fan- 
fare and no reported incidents. 


The action, which is understood 


'.o have been drawn up last sum- 
mer by about 25 businessmen and 
Megro leaders, marked the city's 
'ourth step in improving race re- 
lations since the U.S. Supreme 
Court's 1954 desegregation 
deci- 


sion. 


Schools were integrated in 1957 


and city buses were integrated a 
year earlier. Delegates to racially 
mixed conventions have been ad- 
mitted to four downtown hotels 
for several years, as have Negro 
college football players on teams 
which came here to play the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas Razorbacks. 


Anything but token integration, 


lowever, still is in the future. 
Only the first step has been taken 
in desegregation of eating facilij 


Lies. Only 70 Negroes now are at- 
tending integrated junior highs 
and high schools. White and Ne- 
gro bus riders generally segregate 
themselves 
voluntarily, and in- 


dividual Negroes still are turned 
away 
from 
hotel 
registration 


desks and dining rooms. 


But in this city, which saw fed- 


eral troops called in to guard the 
nine Negro 'children 
who pio- 


neered school desegregation at 
Little Rock Central High in 1957, 
there has been very iittie reaction 
to further erosion of a way of 
life. 


One department store has been 


picketed because it desegregated 
its lunch counter, generally by 
one or two men carryting signs 
reading,, This store is integrated. 
These Jews serve Negroes and 
whites out of the same plate." 


^But this reportedly is a wildcat 


picket line not supported by the 
Capital Citizens Council or any 
other 
l e a d i n g 
segregationist 


groups, and it has attracted little 
outward attention. 


Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus made no 


mention of integration in his fifth 
inaugural address Jan. 15, and 
only one segregationst bill has 
been introduced so far in the state 
legislature. 


Lee County Rep. W. L. Ward 


Sr., a native of the cotton-produc- 
ing Mississippi River delta 
in 


eastern Arkansas;- where Negro 
population is heavy, sponsored the 
bill in the Arkansas House. 


The bill would make integrated 


eating places post signs at their 
entrances declaring their status. 
Violation of the proposed law, de- 
signed to keep people fx-om be- 
ing embarrassed" by discovering 
Negroes eating beside them, could 
result in revocation of the facil- 
ity's license to operate.

Would Help 
the Taxpayer 
LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Relief for 


:he Arkansas taxpayer appears to 
te much on the mind of Arkansas 
egislators in the 64th general as- 
sembly. 


At least five House members

offering some type of bill 


which provides some type of in- 
come tax relief in the session. 


There are also bills which might 


increase taxes—these include bills 
which would enable counties and 
municipalities to increase proper- 
ty taxes, taxes on diesel fuel and 
drivers' licenses cost.
